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Section  A.— STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  County  of  Merioneth  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Caer- 
narvonshire and  Denbighshire,  on  the  east  and  south-east  by 
Montgomeryshire  and  on  the  South  by  Cardiganshire  ; its  western 
shores  look  on  to  Cardigan  Bay  and  are  exposed  to  the  south- 
westerly winds  coming  from  the  Atlantic. 


Its  greatest  length  from  east  to  west  is  about  37  miles,  from 
north  to  south  334  miles  and  from  south-west  to  north-east  46 
miles.  Though  not  containing  the  highest  peaks,  it  is  the  most 
rugged  and  hilly  county  in  the  Principality.  A large  portion  of 
its  surface  is  above  the  500  feet  contour  line  ; many  parts  rise 
above  the  1,000  feet  contour  line  ; whilst  seven  of  the  mountain 
tops  exceed  an  altitude  of  2,000  feet  or  even  approach  3,000.

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SECTION  B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH. 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE 

No  local  Acts  of  Parliament,  special  orders  or  general  adoptive 
acts  came  into  force  in  Merioneth  in  1938. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  and  the  County  Council  have 
made  arrangements  with  laboratories  for  the  examination  of  throat 
swabs  and  for  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  of  water 
supplies. 

Will  all  authorities  be  good  enough  to  send  copies  of  all 
analyses  to  the  County  Offices  ? 

Diphtheria  Contacts  : 

Provision  is  made  whereby  any  doctor  can  have  the  throats 
of  all  school  contacts  swabbed  at  the  cost  of  the  County  Council. 
The  help  given  in  this  matter  bj^  the  doctors  in  attendance  is 
very  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Sputum  : 

The  examination  of  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli  is  carried  out 
by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association.  It  is  understood 
that  outfits  can  be  obtained  by  doctors  from  the  Tuberculosis 
Physician. 

Milk  : 

Arrangements  were  made  many  years  ago,  and  are  still  in 
force,  with  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory  of  the  University  College 
of  Wales,  Aberystwyth,  for  the  examination  of  milk  samples  both 
bacteriologically  and  biologically. 

During  the  year  1938,  102  samples  were  sent.

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Some  cases  from  Edeyrnion  district  are  sent  to  Wrexham 
Fever  Hospital,  and  from  the  Trawsfynydd  Military  Camp  to 
Galltysil  Isolation  Hospital,  Caernarvon. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  FOR  NON-INFECTIOUS  CASES 

In  1938  there  was  provision  everywhere  in  the  County  for  the 
transport  of  the  non-infectious  cases  to  and  from  hospital  except 
in  the  Dolgelley  and  Barmouth  districts. 

The  Edeyrnion  Rural  District  Council  has  provided  an  am- 
bulance for  that  district. 

The  local  hospitals  at  Towyn  and  Blaenau  Festiniog  have 
their  own  ambulance. 

There  is  also  an  ambulance  provided  by  the  St.  John  Am- 
bulance Brigade  at  Penrhyndeudraeth. 

The  Bala  Urban  and  Penllyn  Rural  districts  also  possess  an 
ambulance. 

There  is,  however,  little  or  no  co-ordination  between  the  Bodies 
owning  these  ambulances. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

Ibis  work  is  carried  out  by  the  18  District  Nursing  Associations. 
They  have  in  their  service  7 state  registered  nurses  and  16  “ village 
trained  nurses  ” all  of  whom  are  state  certified  midwives. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  by  the  scheme  made  under 
the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  employ  one  whole-time  relief  midwife  and 
she  is  available  for  duty  in  any  part  of  the  County. 

All  the  local  associations  are  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association  and  this  body  undertakes  the  responsibility  of  training 
and  placing  nurses  in  the  various  districts  as  vacancies  occur! 
Grants  are  made  for  this  purpose  by  the  County  Council  to  the 
County  Nursing  Association.

The  Pathologist  under  the  scheme  is  Prof.  T.  B.  Davie, 
M.D.,  M.R.C.P.,  at  the  Thompson  Yates  Laboratories,  The 
University,  Liverpool,  to  whom  specimens  for  examinations  should 
be  sent. 

According  to  the  arrangements  made,  specimens  for  Wasser- 
mann  tests  should  be  posted  on  Wednesday  to  reach  the  Labora- 
tory on  Thursday  in  any  week. 

Outfits  for  the  collections  of  the  specimens  can  be  obtained 
free  of  charge  by  any  Medical  Practitioner  on  application  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  Dolgelley,  marking  the  envelope 
“ Private.” 

Arrangements  can  be  made  by  which  patients  can  be  sent 
to  the  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Chester,  or  the  Memorial 
Hospital,  Wrexham,  if  travelling  facilities  to  either  of  these 
places  are  easier  for  the  patients. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  patients  can  attend  at  any 
recognised  clinic  in  England  and  Wales. 

There  has  been,  since  the  establishment  of  the  scheme,  very 
cordial  co-operation  of  the  medical  profession  with  the  County 
Officers. 

In  addition  to  the  specimens  sent  from  the  Treatment  Centre, 
26  specimens  were  sent  by  General  Practitioners  in  the  County 
to  the  Pathologist.

INSTITUTIONAL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  three  public  assistance  institutions  in  the  County  are  at 
Bala,  Dolgelley  and  Penrhyndeudraeth,  with  a children’s  home 
at  Corwen. 

The  institution  at  Penrhyndeudraeth  has  also  accommodation 
for  a number  of  certified  mental  defectives  of  both  sexes  aged  16 
and  over. 

Maternal  cases  are  admitted  to  Dolgelley  Institution. 

In  addition  to  these  cases  admitted  to  the  ordinary  institutions 
in  1935  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  sanctioned  a scheme 
for  the  admission  of  cases  to  hospitals. 

A copy  of  the  scheme  has  been  sent  to  each  District  Medical 
Officer  (P.A.)  and  was  fully  set  out  in  the  report  for  1936. 

It  is  essential  that  the  terms  of  the  scheme  be  strictly  adhered 
to. 

So  far  it  has  been  an  unqualified  success  and  has  proved  of 
great  service  in  the  treatment  of  public  assistance  cases.

The  inmates  of  the  wards  are  medically  examined  once  a month 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution. 

The  question  of  new  wards  at  Corwen  and  extensive  repairs 
to  those  at  Bala  should  be  solved  by  the  erection  of  new  wards 
placed  fairly  centrally  to  serve  both  points. 

This  would  be  a much  needed  reform  from  every  point  of  view.

MEDICAL  AID 


This  service  is  provided  in  accordance  with  the  Midwive8 
Acts,  1918  (Section  14)  and  1936  (Section  9 (1)). 

In  accordance  with  regulations  made  under  this  section  a 
State  Certified  Midwife  must  forthwith  call  in  a “ registered 
medical  practioner  in  all  cases  of  illness  of  the  patient  or  chlid, 
or  of  any  abnormality  occurring  during  pregnancy,  labour,  or 
lying  in  if  it  is  a case  under  the  care  of  the  certified  midwife  only.” 

Three  copies  of  this  notice  should  be  made  at  the  time  of  send- 
ing for  medical  help,  one  is  retained  in  the  book,  the  second 
is  sent  to  the  doctor  whose  services  are  required,  the  third,  “ the 
midwife  shall  send  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  as  soon  as 
possible  but  within  24  hours  at  latest 

Books  of  notices  with  carbon  paper  are  supplied  free  to  all 
.State  Certified  Mid  wives. 

Provision  for  the  payment  of  fees  to  the  doctors  called  in  to 
these  cases  is  made  in  Section  9 (1)  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936, 
and  a scale  of  fees  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Sub-Section  4 of  the  same  section  gives  power  to  the  County 
< mined  to  recover  the  fee  paid  either  from  the  patient  or  from  her 
husband  or  other  person  liable  to  maintain  the  patient. 

The  attention  of  all  State  Certified  Midwives  is  called  to  the 
act  that  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  with  regard  to 
f issue  by  them  of  medical  aid  forms  must  be  strictly  complied 
' 1 ,anf  any  midwife  finding  difficulty  should  immediately 
usmt  the  Non-Medical  Inspector  of  Midwives.

Statistics  will  be  found  for  the  year  1938  showing  the  numbers 
of  deaths  of  infants  at  various  months  of  age  (under  1-  months) 
in  the  several  sanitary  districts,  the  registered  causes  ot  such 
deaths,  and  a further  table  showing  the  cause  and  the  age  at  death. 


This  year  again  it  is  sad  to  report  that  our  infant  mortality 
rate  is  much  higher  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  difference  being  14.70  per  1,000  live  births. 


Examining  this  death  rate  it  is  found  that  48%  of  our  infant 
deaths  occur  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

These  15  deaths  are  recorded  as  under  : —

so  that  actually  29%  died  a few  hours  after  birth.  61%  died  in 
the  first  month  of  life.

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MATERNAL  MORTALITY 


The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year  is  5.80  per  1,000 
live  births  and  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is 
3.08. 


Two  deaths  in  the  Festiniog  Urban  District  and  one  death  in 
the  Dolgellev  Rural  District  occurred  during  the  year. 

To  reduce  this  rate  it  is  essential  that  there  should  be  the  most 
complete  co-operation  between  doctors,  midwives,  health  visitors 
especially  in  ante-natal  work,  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  above 
all,  the  mothers  and  the  family. 

Sir  George  Newman,  in  a chapter  on  “ The  Mother  and  Her 
Infant  in  his  latest  book,  says  : — 


It  is  important  for  the  public  and  the  medical  pro- 
fession to  appreciate  quite  clearly  that  the  maternal 
and  infant  mortalities  in  this  country  are  Excessive 
Neither,  of  course,  from  the  nature  of  the  problems 
can  be  reduced  to  zero. 

Speaking  generally,  there  is  no  mortality  rate  more 
pathetic,  discreditable  or  unnecessary. 

It  is  imperative  that  in  every  district  of  the  land  the 
responsible  authorities  should  now  press  home  in- 
sistently and  relentlessly,  the  need  for  fuller  use  of 
the  powers  placed  in  their  hands  by  Parliament  to 
save  those  mothers  and  children.”

ANTE  NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  SCHEMES 

The  County  Council  has  instituted  two  schemes  of  ante-natal 
work  : — 

1.  A general  practitioners’  scheme  by  which  non  insured 
women  who  have  engaged  a certified  midwife  to  attend  them  at 
their  confinements  can  be  seen  by  a doctor  of  their  choice  three 
times  before  confinement  and  once  after  the  birth  of  the  child. 
This  service  is  provided  free  to  the  mothers. 

The  full  details  of  the  scheme  have  been  sent  to  every  certified 
midwife  in  the  County  and  advantage  has  been  taken  at  the 
conference  with  Nurses  to  emphasise  and  stress  the  importance 
of  this  work. 

The  scheme  was  put  into  force  in  June,  1935.  46  patients  were 
examined  and  57  ante-natal  and  5 post-natal  visits  were  paid  to 
them  for  this  purpose  in  1938. 

2.  The  second  scheme  is  for  an  obstetric  surgeon  to  visit  the 
county  at  two  month’s  interval  to  see  patients  recommended  to 
these  clinics  by  doctors,  either  from  their  practise  or  as  a result 
of  the  examination  of  cases  under  the  General  Practitioners 
Scheme. 

The  surgeon  is  J.  Gardiner  Wigley,  Esq.,  F.R.C.S.,  Chester. 
He  visits  Dolgelley,  Towyn  and  Blaenau  Festiniog  where  the 
clinics  are  held. 

Every  doctor  in  the  county  is  communicated  with  before 
each  clinic  and  patients  can  be  sent  to  each  clinic  irrespective  of 
the  area  where  they  live.

more  remunerative  posts  in  other  counties  and  others  for  marriage, 
during  the  past  year. 

Although  the  rate  of  remuneration  and  the  travelling  facilities 
have  been  improved,  much  will  yet  have  to  be  done  in  this  direction 
if  we  are  to  compete  successfully  with  our  more  prosperous 
neighbours. 

The  County  Nursing  Association  through  its  affiliated  District 
Nursing  Associations  has  undertaken  to  carry  out  the  Domiciliary 
Midwifery  work  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

In  the  past  the  County  Nursing  Association  trained  its  own 
Midwives  (village  nurses)  but  in  this  county  as  in  all  other  North 
Wales  Counties  there  is  great  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  candidates 
for  this  training. 

This  scarcity  of  Midwives  tends  to  re-act  adversely  on  the 
service  from  a disciplinarian  point  of  view,  and  much  can  be 
done  in  this  matter  by  the  close  co-operation  of  the  officials  of  the 
District  Nursing  Associations. 

Post-Graduate.  Courses  : On  the  whole  the  Midwives  carry  out 
their  work  well  and  show  much  aptitude  and  skill,  but  we  and  they 
look  forward  to  still  greater  skill,  and  improvement  in  the  standard 
of  work  with  the  new  experience  that  will  be  gained  at  the  post- 
graduate Course  which  all  Practising  Midwives  have  to  attend. 

As  there  is  no  approved  Post-Graduate  Training  School  for 
Wales  up  to  the  time  of  writing  no  Midwives  from  this  Countv 
have  been  sent  away  but  two  are  expected  to  attend  as  soon  as 
vacancies  can  be  obtained  for  them.  Several  newly  appointed 
midwives  have  attended  refresher  courses  before  commencing 
work  in  the  County. 

xi  Coherences  have  been  arranged  in  the  past  by  the  Countv 
Medical  Officer  where  matters  appertaining  to  Midwifery  work 
have  been  discussed  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be  resumed 
in  the  near  future.

We  hope  too,  to  establish  a branch  of  the  Midwives  Institute 
the  County  in  the  near  futuro. 


Remuneration  : Although  the  scale  has  been  raised  there  v 
stiH  room  for  improvement  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  matter  will 
have  early  consideration  if  we  are  to  attract  the  right  type  of 
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Midwife  into  the  County  and  to  encourage  the  existing  ones  for 
many  have  given  much  valuable  service  under  difficult  cir- 
cumstances. 


Travelling  Facilities  : 

Hired  cars  are  allowed  for  Midwifery  work  in  districts  where 
cars  are  not  provided.  Full  advantage  of  this  privilege  has  not 
yet  been  taken  by  the  midwives.  In  their  endeavour  to  be  eco- 
nomical these  conscientious  midwives  undergo  self-sacrifice,  and 
whilst  their  kind  consideration  is  much  appreciated,  they  are 
encouraged  to  make  full  use  of  the  new  travelling  facilities  for 
the  benefit  of  the  mothers  and  themselves. 


Relief  : 

One  relief  Midwife  has  been  appointed  and  gives  much  valuable 
service  but  one  feels  that  the  utility  of  the  service  would  be  much 
enhanced  if  one  or  two  midwives  could  be  reserved  for  emergency 
work.  It  is  impossible  for  one  relief  midwife  to  cope  with  all  the 
routine  and  emergency  relief  work. 


Off  Duty  : 

The  problem  of  arranging  adequate  and  regular  off  duty  is 
a difficult  one.  Obviously  the  most  practical  and  economical 
is  to  have  interchange  of  relief  work  between  neighbouring 
• lid wives.  This  is  encouraged  whenever  possible  but  this  scheme 

js  not  running  as  smoothly  as  one  would  wish  but  things  are 
improving.  Where  two  or  more  midwives  are  employed  they 
relievo  each  other.

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Tho  sterilised  accouchement  sets  have  not  been  much  used  in 
the  past  but  arrangements  are  now  being  made  for  mothers 
to  pay  in  small  sums  during  the  A.N.  period  if  they  so  desire  in 
the  hope  that  they  will  be  more  widely  used. 


Control  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  : 

Every  effort  is  made  to  control  the  spread  of  infection  by 
instructing  the  midwives  to  instil  a silver  preparation  in  every  case 
as  a prophylactic,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  special  Nursing 
facilities  in  existing  cases. 


Home  Helps  : 

There  is  a great  shortage  of  suitable  Home  Helps  throughout 
the  county  and  the  establishment  of  a register  of  Official  Home 
Helps  would  be  much  appreciated.  It  is  hoped  that  such  a scheme 
can  be  started  in  the  near  future. 


Health  Visiting  : 

The  Health  Visiting  is  carried  out  by  Part-time  Health  Visitors 
who  also  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

Much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  Health  Visitors  for  valuable 
and  diligent  work  carried  out  under  difficulties,  and  calling 
for  great  effort  when  combined  with  other  work.  One  feels, 
however,  that  this  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

Health  \ isitors  are  born  and  not  made.  The  training  of  Health 
Visitors  is  a highly  specialised  one  and  Health  teaching  and 
visiting  a full  time  job  and  a strenuous  one. 

At  the  present  time  there  appears  to  be  no  means  of  im- 
proving on  our  present  system.

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 


The  provisions  of  the  Acts  relating  to  Child  Life  Protection 
are  administered  by  the  County  Council  and  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  been  designated  by  the  County  Council  as 
the  person  to  administer  these  provisions. 


Visits  to  the  homes  of  the  children  are  made  by  the  part- 
time  Health  Visitors  who  have  been  informed  of  their  duties 
in  this  respect. 

* 

The  provisions  of  these  Acts  do  not  seem  to  be  thoroughly 
appreciated  by  persons  who  take  in  children  to  be  kept  for  reward. 


In  the  Acts  it  is  provided  that : — 


‘‘  Every  person  who  undertakes  for  the  first  time  to 
“ keep  for  payment  a child  under  the  age  of  NINE 
| TEARS  either  apart  from  its  parents  or  havig  no 
” parents,  must  give  notice,  in  writing,  at  least  seven 
“ days  Before  receiving  the  child  to  the  County  Medical 
“ Officer,  Dolgelley. 

“ Every  person  keeping  a child  for  payment  who  intends 
“ move  to  another  house  must  give  notice  of  the 
intended  removal  to  the  Authority  at  least  seven  days 
“ before  removing. 

“ If  a child  kept  for  payment  is  handed  over  to  another 
person  notices  must  be  given  to  the  Authority. 

€<  event  of  death  of  a child  kept  for  payment 

„ notices  must  be  given  to  the  Authority,  to  the  person 
irom  whom  the  child  is  received  and  to  the  Coroner.” 


If  any  person  keeps  a child  for  payment  and  is  in  any  doubt 
af  t0  whether  the  provisions  of  the  Children’s  Act  apply,  he  or  she 
should  communicate  with  the  County  Medical  Officer,  Dolgelley, 
and  every  assistance  will  be  given. 


The  number  of  children  on  the  County  Register  on  the  31st 
December,  1938,  was  10. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  SCHEMES 

It  is  almost  superfluous  to  say  to  the  workers  of  this  scheme 
that  the  success  is  truly  amazing.  We  are  getting  more  cases, 
and,  more  important  than  anything,  we  are  getting  them  earlier 
and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory. 

The  co-operation  of  the  hospital  and  its  staff  is  good.  Copies 
of  the  records  are  passed  on  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  charge 
of  the  cases.

Bala  Urban  District  : 

“ The  new  reservoir  constructed  to  increase  the 
“ storage  capacity  to  120,000  gallons  was  completed 
“ during  the  year.  This  should  be  adequate  for  a 
“ reserve  supply  of  two  or  three  days  for  the  town. 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity, 
“ but  owing  to  incrustation  and  deterioration  of  the  main 
“ pipes,  which  have  been  in  service  over  50  years,  the 
“ pressure  in  some  quarters  of  the  town  is  low  and 
“ dangerously  inadequate  for  dealing  with  an  outbreak 
“ of  fire. 

“ Much  consideration  was  given  to  the  problem  of 
“ reconditioning  the  mains,  both  from  Arenig  Lake  to 
“ the  reservoir  and  from  the  reservoir  to  the  town. 
“ The  matter  is  ufgent  and  it  is  hoped  that  operations 
“ will  be  started  without  delay. 

“ About  600  yards  of  3 ins.  mains  were  laid  down 
“ in  Castle  Street  to  supply  chiefly  the  new  property  in 
“ this  district. 

New  intake  works  were  commenced  at  Lake  Arenig 
“ in  October,  this,  when  completed  will  ensure  an 
“ abundant  supply  even  when  the  level  of  the  lake  is 
“ reduced  several  feet  below  normal.” 

To  safeguard  the  water  supply  the  Urban  Council  made  the 
following  regulations  with  reference  to  workmen  employed  in 
reconstruction  work. 

1.  That  all  workmen  engaged  on  the  reservoir  be  interrogated 
by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  before  being  engaged, 
^ith  a view  to  ascertaining  whether  they  have  ever  had  Enteric 
Fever  and  are  therefore  possible  carriers. 

2.  That  they  be  warned  verbally  by  the  foreman,  and  also  that 
a notice  be  put  up  on  the  works  premises  that  spitting  and  com- 
jnitting  other  offences  on  or  near  the  reservoir  will  be  followed 
by  instant  dismissal. 

N 3.  That  suitable  urinals  be  provided  on  land  below  the  reservoir 
8°me  distance  away.

Water  Supply  : 

“ The  Bodlyn  Dam  can  be  considered  water  tight  and 
“ careful  examination  is  made  monthly  of  the  condition 
“ of  the  dam  and  also  the  pipe  line. 

“ There  has  been  an  ample  supply  of  water  to  all  parts  of 
“ the  town  even  during  the  peak  period  in  August. 

“ Several  short  lengths  of  water  main  have  been  laid  in 
“ the  town  during  the  year.”

“ There  was  no  extension  of  the  supply  and  no 
“ samples  were  taken  by  the  Authority.  It  is,  I think, 
“ regrettable  that  such  an  essential  commodity  as  water 
“ should  be  vested  in  a private  company  and  not  in  the

Water  Supply  : 

“ No  new  sources  of  water  supply  were  added  during 
“ the  year,  and  the  only  extensions  of  Mains  were  those 
“ in  connection  with  the  Housing  Schemes  at  Fronfawr. 
“ Here  the  existing  4 ins.  cast  iron  Main  was  extended 
“ and  enlarged  in  order  to  provide  water  for  the  additional 
“ houses  built.  The  Main  was  extended  for  a distance 
“ of  185  feet  with  6 ins.  cast  iron  pipes.  A 3 ins.  cast 
“ iron  branch  main  was  laid  in  road  at  back  of  Nos.  32 
“ to  38  Fronfawr  for  a distance  of  96  feet  and  two  3 ins. 
“ cast  iron  valves  fixed  in  same.  Separate  stop-cocks

“ be  defective  owing  to  age  of  pipes.  It  was  replaced  by

Complaints  of  shortage  of  water  at  the  houses  known

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Complaints  of  insufficient  water  were  received  from 
119  to  127  Manod  Road.  The  houses  are  built  on  a 
steep  slope  with  no  back  road.  They  were  supplied 
by  services  laid  under  the  houses  and  connected  to 
the  water  main  laid  in  the  main  road  at  front  The 
closets  were  supplied  by  a separate  | ins.  galvanised 
mam  laid  through  the  gardens  and  connected  to  the

“ without  an  adequate  water  supply.  The  occupiers 
“ have  to  draw  water  from  an  adjoining  brook  which  is 
“ contaminated  by  sewage  from  several  farms.  I have 
“ repeatedly  urged  the  Council  to  remedy  this  defect

“ Nos.  32  to  38  Fronfawr.  Some  of  the  excavation  here 
“ was  in  solid  rock.  The  house  drains  of  the  12  new 
“ houses  were  also  constructed. 

“ The  work  of  further  extending  the  18  ins.  main  sewer 
“ from  the  manhole  in  School  Field,  Tanygrisiau  to 
“ Factory  Bridge  was  commenced  during  the  latter  end 
“ of  the  year.  Owing  to  the  sewer  having  to  pass 
“ alongside  the  river  and  partly  through  the  river  and 
“ below  the  river  bed,  considerable  difficulties  had  to 
“ be  over-come  ; and  the  work  was  still  in  hand  at  the 
“ end  of  1938. 

“ Sorious  complaints  had  for  some  time  been  received  of 
“ serious  flooding  of  the  road  and  some  of  the  houses  m 
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“ Glan-yrafon  Terrace  at  the  lowest  part  of  Tanygrisiau. 
“ This  was  due  to  the  outfall  from  old  sewer  being  lower 
“ than  the  river  during  floods  and  the  sewer  being  un-

“ There  are  here  4 independent  systems  of  sewerage  and 
“ sewage-disposal.  The  disposal  of  sewage  was  improved 
“ by  providing  settling  tanks  and  filters  at  2 places. 
“ Previously,  the  drains  discharged  in  the  open,  or  into 
“ ditches.  Tanks  have  been  provided  at  Ty’n-y-pistyll, 
“ at  Ty  Llwyd  (for  Ty  Llwyd  Terrace  and  Ardudwy 
“ Terrace),  and  at  Llainwen. 

“ The  tanks  were  provided,  and  sewers  relaid,  so  as  to 
“ facilitate  the  conversion  of  Dry  into  Water-Closets 
“ among  other  reasons. 

Gellilydan  : 

“ A New  Drainage  scheme  was  required  for  the  village 
“ and  school,  the  arrangements  being  primitive,  adequate 
“ sanitary  conveniences  not  being  present.  Plans  were 
“ prepared  by  the  Surveyor  for  the  proper  draining  and 
“ Sewerage  of  the  place,  and  the  work  has  been  completed, 
“ but  the  School  closets  have  not  yet  been  converted

“ not  sutiable  to  allow  of  conversion  of  dry  into  water- 
“ closets.  Improved  Sewerage  and  Water  Schemes  are 
“ necessary. 


Llunfair  : 


“ With  the  completion  of  the  water  scheme,  an  associated 
“ sewerage  scheme  is  being  contemplated  for  Llanfair, 
“ the  latter  being  made  possible  by  the  former,  and 
“ being  much  required.  The  existing  drainage  system  is

This  Authority  undertakes  the  scavenging  of  the  villages  of 
Dyffryn,  Llanelltyd,  Arthog  and  Barmouth  Junction,  Friog  and 
Fairbourne,  Llwyngwril,  Llanegryn,  Abergynolwyn,  Corris,  Aber- 
llefenni  and  Mallwyd.  These  are  let  out  on  contract  for  twelve 
months.  Contractors  have  to  remove  all  house  refuse  between 
the  hours  of  9 p.m.  and  8 a.m.,  and  are  responsible  to  see  that  the 
lorry  or  cart  in  use  has  a suitable  cover.  It  is  essential  that  these 
stipulations  be  carried  out  to  ensure  the  dustless  removal  of 
refuse.  In  all  cases  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  suit- 
able sites  provided  be  this  Authority,  and  in  a purely  rural  area  of 
this  kind,  which  is  so  sparsely  populated,  there  is  no  difficulty  in 
efficiently  disposing  of  refuse  of  all  kinds. 

It  is  regrettable  that  no  tender  was  received  for  the  scavenging 
of  the  villages  of  Dinas  Mawddwy  and  Aberangell.  I am  also  ot 
the  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  scavenging 
of  the  villages  of  Ganllwyd  and  Bontddu. 

The  cleaning  of  privies,  ashpits,  and  cesspools  is  done  by  the 
occupiers  of  the  premises.

“ One  house  at  Old  Plasisa  has  also  been  demolished 
“ voluntarily  by  the  owner  for  the  purpose  of  building  a 
“ new  house  on  the  site. 

“ New  Council  Houses  : 

“ The  26  new  houses  commenced  at  Fronfawr  in  1937 — 
“ 18  three-bedroom  and  8 four-bedroom  houses — were 
“ completed  and  occupied  in  1938' 

“ Tenders  were  invited  early  in  1938  for  the  erection  of 
“ twelve  more  three- bedroom  houses  at  Fronfawr  for 
“ the  purpose  of  Slum  Clearance  and  six  four-bedroom 
“ houses  for  overcrowding  purposes.  The  tender  of 
“ Messrs.  William  Jones  & Son,  Maelgwyn  Parry  Road, 
“ Llanrwst,  wss  accepted — the  twelve  three-bedroom 
“ houses  for  £5,166  /0  / 0 and  the  six  four-bedroom  houses 
“for  £2,619/0/0.  The  three-bedroom  houses  were 
“ completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  four 
“ bedroom  houses  were  in  hand. 

“ The  new  Council  houses  at  Fronfawr  occupied  between 
“ May  and  July,  1938,  although  intended  for  Slum 
“ Clearance  purposes  also  abated  eight  cases  of  over- 
“ crowding,  some  of  them  serious  cases.  The  tenants 
“ of  seven  of  the  eight  cases  abated  now  occupy  four- 
“ bedroom  houses. 

“ Six  new  four-bedroom  houses  for  abatement  of  over- 
“ crowding  were  in  course  of  erection  at  Fronfawr  at 
“ the  end  of  the  year.

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  erection 
of  38  workmen’s  dwellings  at  Towyn  under  the  Slum  Clearance 
Act.  1 wish  to  congratulate  and  thank  the  members  for  their  co- 
operation in  this  great  achievement  .1  hope  that  this  will  be  an 
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incentive  to  further  progress  in  this  direction.  Several  new  houses 
air  still  required  at  Towyn  and  Bryncrug  to  replace  unfit  dwellings, 
i'he  housing  problem  at  Aberdovey  is  a serious  one  as  there  are 
over  30  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  should  be  included 
ju  a Slum  Clearance  scheme  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  I 
hope  that  when  the  members  have  secured  a suitable  site,  the 
problem  will  be  tackled  resolutely.

There  is  a general  shortage  of  reasonably  habitable 
‘ workmen’s  dwellings  throughout  the  District,  the 
‘ shortage  being  acute  in  some  places  like  Harlech, 
‘ Llanbedr  and  Penrhyn  and  acute  or  moderate  in 
Trawsfynydd,  Llanfair,  Talsarnau,  Minffordd,  and 
' parishes  of  Llandecwyn,  Llanfrothen  and  Maentwrog 
(including  Gellilydan).  Not  a single  Council  House 
was  built  until  1934  (under  the  Housing — Rural 
‘ Authorities — Act,  1931).  This  made  it  well-nigh 
‘ impossible  to  serve  Condemnatory  Notices.  The 
Council  at  one  time  intimated  to  the  Ministry  that  they 
were  prepared  to  subsidise  workmen’s  cottages  to  the 
‘ number  of  20,  on  the  terms  offered  in  the  Neville  Cham- 
berlain scheme  ot  a refund  by  the  Treasury  to  the 
‘ Council  of  £6  a year  for  a period  of  20  years,  and  this 
‘ led  to  the  building  of  some  subsidy  houses  many  years 
‘ back,  but  these  were  private,  not  Council  houses. 


£ After  the  collapse  of  the  Addison  Scheme,  no  fresh 
efforts,  unfortunately,  towards  a publicly  owned 
‘ housing  scheme  were  made  by  the  Council,  but  a 
‘ number  of  villas  and  better-class  houses  have  been 
‘ built  in  the  Harlech  area  by  private  persons.  Sufficient 
‘ advantage  was  not  taken  by  the  Council  of  the  sub- 
t stantial  Wheatley  Grants,  which  were  later,  unfortunate- 
‘ ly,  withdrawn,  but  12  houses  had  been  built  in  1934, 
( as  above  stated,  with  the  help  of  these  Grants,  under 
1 the  Housing — Rural  Authorities — Act,  1931. 


( Insanitary  Property  and  Slum  Clearance  : — (a)  Not 
, °ne  house  was  re-conditioned  with  the  aid  of  a grant 
from  the  County  Council  under  the  Rural  Workers 
, 1926.  Have  the  Parishes  been  sufficiently  in- 

, iormt!d  of  these  facilities  and  do  the  County  Council 
« welc°me  applications  ? The  County  Council  have  a 
number  of  Small  Holdings  in  the  District, 
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“ ( b ) As  regards  existing  houses,  the  chief  difficulty 

“ in  the  way  of  rendering  them  habitable  is  the  cost  oi 
“ repairs  and  the  comparatively  low  rental,  and  inability 
“to  pay  higher  rent  to  cover  interest  on  outlay.  Also 
“ the  difficulty  of  carrying  out  drastic  repairs  while  the 
“ house  is  occupied. 

“ Many  of  the  older  houses  have  their  back  against  the 
“ earth,  and  some  are  otherwise  damp  ; and  have  no 
“ through  ventilation,  and  are  devoid  of  a proper  pantry 
“ and  scullery  (including  washing  accommodation). 
“ Many  consist  of  only  one  Living-room  (with  or  without 
“ a Scullery),  and  2 bedrooms,  thus  involving  Over- 
“ crowding  "which  in  turn  accentuates  the  unfitness. 

“ The  average  age  of  the  prevalent  type  of  houses  is 
“ from  80  to  120  years. 

“ The  Council  made  a claim  for  the  Supplementary 
“ Grants  to  be  made  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Authori- 
ties) Act,  1931  (which  Act  provided  for  a total  grant 
“ of  Two  Million  pounds  for  England  and  Wales),  with 
“respect  to  50  houses  which  they  hoped  to  build,  but 
“ the  National  Advisory  Committee,  after  a visit  from 
“ Mr.  James  Evans,  Inspector  of  the  Welsh  Board  of 
“ Health,  only  saw  their  way  to  promise  a Supplementary 
“ Grant  forlO  houses.  These  10  houses  thus  qualified 
“ for  Supplementary  Grants  as  well  as  Wheatley  Grants.^ 
“ Two  others  had  to  be  undertaken  with  the  help  ot 
“ the  Wheatley  Grant  alone.  News  came  that  the 
“ Supplementary  Grants  had  been  with-held  on  the 
“ supposed  grounds  that  the  existing  local  funds  were 
“ sufficient,  so  that  not  a penny  piece  of  the  Two  Million 
“ Pound  Fund  towards  houses  for  Agricultural  workers 
“ came  to  Deudraeth.  Compare  this  with  Anglesey . 
“ The  Council,  however,  had,  in  my  opinion,  a moral 
“ claim  to  the  money.  The  12-  houses  were  spread 
“ over  this  large  district  as  fairly  as  possible  (viz. — 2 cadi 
“ at  Llanbedr,  Llanfair,  Harlech,  Talsarnau,  Llandeewyn 
“ and  Llanfrothen). 

“ The  Council  should,  however,  endeavour  to  build 
“ good  number  of  other  houses  once  more,  besides  ihc&e 
“that  are  being  made  under  the  Slum  Clearance  Act. 

“ 1930.  Absence  of  houses  means  driving  away  irom. 
“ instead  of  bringing  people  back  to  the  land. 
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“ (c)  The.  New  Housing  Act,  1938.  By  this  Act 

“ equalised  Gi  ants  are  available  for  replacing  both 
“ st-ru etural ly-  unfit  houses  and  Overcrowded  Houses, 
“ and  also  for  providing  houses  for  the  Agricultural 
“ population  to  meet  other  needs,  such  as  Agricultural 
“ Development. 

“ (d)  Self-Supporting  Houses  : — The  Council  have 

“ contemplated  building  Self-Supporting  houses  in  the 
“ parishes  of  Penrhyndeudraeth  (including  Penrhyn 
“ and  Minffordd)  and  Llandanwg  (including  Harlech). 

“(e)  Housing  Sites  : — It  was  found  that  sites  were 
“ not  so  readily  available  throughout  the  District,  as  was 
“ at  first  thought. 

“ (/)  The  Slum  Clearance  Act,  1930,  and  Replacement 
“ Houses  : — Your  Medical  Officer,  having  in  company 
“ with  the  Surveyor  (Mr.  Morris  Jones),  made  a survey 
“ of  the  whole  District,  scheduled  45  groups  of  houses  as 
“ Unhealthy  Areas,  subdividing  them  into  15  Improve- 
“ ment  Areas  and  30  that  might  be  classed  as  possible 
“ Demolition  Areas  (or  Clearance  Areas).  The  Govern- 
“ ment  decided  not  to  consider  Improvement  Areas 
“ except  in  large  Towns. 

Of  these  latter  30,  your  Medical  Officer  formally 
“ represented.  16  areas  as  Clearance  Areas  and  recom- 
“ mended  that  you  as  a Council  should  make  Clearance 
“ Orders  with  respect  to  the  same.  This  you  did  and 
“ presented  them  at  a Public  Inquiry  presided  over  by 
“ Mr.  R.  D.  Jones,  A.R.I.B.A.,  Government  Archi- 
“ tectural  Inspector,  and  practically  all  the  Orders  were 
“ upheld. 

“ To  replace  the  houses  in  the  Condemned  Areas  (Clear - 
“ ance  Areas'),  19  houses  were  completed  before  the  end 
“ of  1937,  viz.,  8 at  Harlech,  7 at  Llanfair  and  4 at 
“ Maentwrog.  8 others  are  by  this  completed  at  Pen- 
“ rhyndeudraeth,  and  4 at  Trawsfynydd.  (31  in  all). 

(fj)  Remaining  Unhealthy  Areas  : — After  dealing 
“ with  the  16  Clearance  Areas,  there  remain  about  14 
“ Areas.  These  Areas  may  be  considered  afresh,  or  the 
" houses  in  the  same  be  considered  individually. 

(h)  Individual  Unfit  Houses  : — That  is,  houses  that 
cannot  be  rendered  habitable  at  a reasonable  expense.

“ These  may  be  solitary  houses,  or  houses  included  in 
“ blocks  or  in  areas  as  above-mentioned. 

“ (i)  Overcrowded  Houses  : The  Overcrowding  Act, 

“ 1935  : — The  Slum  Clearance  Act  does  not  deal  with 
“ overcrowded  houses  as  such,  (that  is  unless  the  houses 
“ are  structurally  unfit  besides),  but  the  new  Over- 
“ crowding  Act, 'l935,  is  largely  designed  to  deal  with 
“ such  houses.  In  some  cases,  the  building  of  a new 
“ house  to  replace  a structurally  unfit  house  will  at  the 
“ same  time  relieve  Overcrowding,  both  conditions 
“ being  present  in  the  same  house. 

“ The  overcrowding  at  Penrhvndeudraeth  (17)  houses, 
“ shows  the  extent  of  shortage  of  houses. 

“ The  following  is  a Summary  of  the  Survey  of  Over- 
“ crowding.— 

“ (1)  Total  No  of  Houses  in  the  District — -1,750. 

“ (2)  No.  of  houses  Inspected  for  Overcrowding — 1,251 
“ (Working  class  houses). 

“ (3)  No.  of  houses  found  un-crowded — 1,215. 

• “ (4)  No.  of  houses  found  Over-crowded — 36. 

(j)  Further  Replacement  Houses  : — Besides  new 
“ houses  to  replace  some  or  all  of  the  houses  to  hr 
“ demolished,  other  houses  will  be  required  to  remedy 
“ conditions  of  Overcrowding  discovered  in  the  said 
“ Survey. 

“ As  already  stated  a number  of  houses  may  be  both 
“ structurally  unfit  and  overcrowded  at  the  same  time. 

“ The  greater  heed  paid  to  sex-separation  will  involve 
“ an  increase  in  the  number  of  bedrooms  in  a house,  with 
“ possibly  a decrease  in  the  size  of  some  of  them.  In 
“ the  latter  event,  a greater  heed  to  the  means  of  ven- 
“ tilation  will  have  to  be  paid. 

(k)  New  Housing  Schemes  : — In  1938  the  Council 
“ resolved  to  build  130  new  houses.  The  work  is  to  1'° 
“ undertaken  in  two  stages. 

“ Sites  have  been  procured  and  plans  approved  by 
“ Ministry  for  68  new  houses,  24  of  them  for  relievin- 


“ Overcrowding  and  44  for  displaced  persons  from 
“ condemned  houses. 


PEXLLYN  rural  district. 

Progress  in  carrying  out  the  proposed  rehousing  programme 
has  been  slow  and  difficult,  and  the  position  at  the  end  of  1938 
was  as  follows  : — 

Uundderfel  : Eight  houses  in  course  of  construction. 


A renig  : The  Ministry  of  Health  have  refused  grants  for  the 
erection  of  2 houses,  although  several  houses  have 
been  condemned  at  this  village. 


Sarnau  : Site  chosen  disapproved  of  by  inspector  for  the  Ministrv 
of  Health.  Other  sites  for  4 houses  are  being  investigated. 

Rhosygwalia  : Negotiation  for  the  purchase  of  the  site  for  4 
houses  were  only  recently  completed.  It  should  be 
possible  to  commence  building  operations  soon. 


Llanfor  : After  several  sites  had  been  investigated,  a suitable 
site  in  the  gardens  in  the  centre  of  the  village  has  been 
fixed  upon. 


Llcinuwchllyn  : The  Council  has  failed  to  come  to  terms  for  the 
acquisition  of  land  for  the  erection  of  4 houses. 

Uuwrbettws  : Here  also  failure  attended  the  Council's  efforts 
to  secure  land  for  building  two  houses.

“ dairies  and  cowhouses  are  regularly  inspected. 

“ Six  samples  of  milk  were  sent  on  behalf  of  the  County 
“ Council  for  examination  of  bacterial  content,  etc.” 


BARMOUTH  URBAN. 

“ There  are  4 retailers  of  milk,  5 producers,  and  15  pro- 
“ ducers  and  retailers,  and  retailers  of  cream.  Much  of 
“ the  town’s  supply  is  produced  outside  the  district  where 
“ there  are  several  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

“ The  cowsheds  and  milk  shops  situated  within  the 
“ district  are  inspected  periodically.  The  Chief  Constable 
“ as  Chief  Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
“ directs  samples  of  milk  and  other  food  stuffs  to  be 
“ taken  and  examined  for  adulteration.  Samples  of

“ Several  vendors  sell  Bottled  Milk,  but  not  specially

“ The  cowsheds  and  dairies  are  periodically  inspected. 
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The  dairies  on  the  whole  are  kept  clean,  and  are 
periodically  limewashed.  In  some  eases  there  is 
room  for  improvement  in  the  structural  condition  of 
the  cowsheds  and  in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
surroundings.  Grooming  of  the  cow  is  not  carried 
out  on  the  small  farms.  The  milkers  on  the 
whole  are  clean  in  their  person,  but  washable  smocks 
are  not  so  generally  used  as  they  should  be.

“ There  are  17  Registered  Purveyors  and  28  Producers 
“ of  Milk  in  the  district. 


Samples  of  milk  were  taken  m conjunction  with  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  the  examination  of  1.1.

• 1936  Samples  of  other  nnlk  were  also  taken  at  the 
‘ request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
‘ cowsheds  and  dairies  are  regularly  inspected  and 
‘ are  kept  very  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  it  is 
‘ Verv  gratifying  to  notice  how  anxious  some  farmers

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  showing  evidence  of  intection 
with  tuberculosis  were  found  in  any  area,  nor  was  any  mea 
destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
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I want  to  impress  upon  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  the  great 
inportance  of  issuing  licences  for  slaughtermen  and  slaughter- 
u,USes  annually  at  one  meeting. 


It  is  difficult,  especially  in  rural  areas,  to  adequately  supervise 
he  slaughter  of  animals  in  the  absence  of  central  abattoirs. 


BALA  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

“ Meat  shops,  slaughter  houses  and  bakehouses  were 
“ regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Officers.  No 
“ laboratory  examinations  were  made  and  no  carcases

“ occasionally  limewashed,  though  one  of  them  is  not 
“ structurally  up  to  modern  standards.  There  are  no 
“ public  abattoirs  within  the  area.  It  is  now  felt  by  our 
“ leaders  in  sanitary  matters  that  small  centres  of 
“ population  should  combine  to  provide  a fairly  large 
“ public  abattoir  in  some  convenient  place  where  all 
“ the  slaughtering  business  of  the  surrounding  districts 
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“ can  be  carried  out.  Motor  vehicles  are  now  largely 
“ used  for  bringing  cattle  to  market,  and  the  same 
“vehicles  could  be  used  to  bring  the  animals  to  some 
“ central  abattoir.  This  would  immensely  facilitate 
“ the  work  of  meat  inspection  especially  in  sparsely 
“ populated  districts.  No  meat  marketing  has  been 
“ done,  and  no  stalls  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
“ meat.  The  meat  shops  are  kept  clean,  and  their 
“ sanitary  condition  is  good.  The  meat  is  not  exposed 
“ to  contamination  by  flies  or  other  objectionable  mater - 
“ ial.  Several  of  the  meat  shops  are  provided  with 
“ adequate  ‘ cold  storage.’ 

“ No  meat  was  discovered  during  the  past  year  which 
“ was  considered  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


FESTINIOG  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

“ Visits  were  made  to  the  meat  and  other  shops  selling 
“ food-stuff's  during  the  year  and  regular  visits  are  made 
“ to  the  slaughter-houses.

No  remarks. 


DEUDRAETII  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

“ Inspections  of  slaughter-houses  during  slaughtering 
“ hours  were  made.  The  butchers  have  certain  fixed 
“ days  for  slaughtering.  A centrally-situated  Public 
“ Abattoir  would  greatly  facilitate  matters,  or  perhaps 
“ two  would  be  necessary.  It  would  allow  of  strict 
“ regulation  and  early  and  frequent  inspection  of  meat 
“and  the  control  of  outlying  villages.  Meat  shops- 
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“ carts  and  stalls  were  also  inspected.  Should  any 
“ meat  be  condemned,  the  same  is  buried,  and  the  Council 
“ bears  the  expense.  Some  trouble  was  at  one  time 
“ caused  by  butchers  slaughtering  in  unlicensed  and 
“ unregistered  buildings,  and  in  an  open  field,  but  action 
“ was  taken,  as  far  as  the  law  allowed. 

“ Humane  Slaughtering  : — It  is  gratifying  that  a Humane 
“ Slaughtering  Act  has  been  passed.  Also  that  the 
“ Deudraeth  Council  at  a meeting  to  wdiich  they  had 
“ invited  the  R.S.P.C.A.  Inspector  for  the  County, 
“ decided  to  include  Sheep  and  Lambs  within  the  opera- 
“ tion  of  the  Act.  It  was  hoped  that  all  the  Butchers  had 
“ loyally  adopted  the  methods  thus  made  compulsory,- 
“ but  an  Inspector  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  drew  the  attention 
“ of  the  Council  to  a butcher  who  had  slaughtered  with- 
“ out  Humane  Instruments.  The  Butcher  was  seriously 
“ reprimanded  and  cautioned. 

“ Shooting  or  Electrocution,  before  using  the  knife, 
“ ensures  instantaneous  unconsciousness  and  a painless 
“ death. 

“It  is  compulsory  to  electrocute  Pigs,  when  electric 
“ power  is  reasonably  obtainable. 

DOLGELLEY  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

“ The  slaughterhouses  are  very  small,  and  some  are  not 
“ structurally  up  to  modern  standards.  They  are 
“ kept  clean  and  are  periodically  limewashed.  There  are 
“ no  public  abattoirs  in  the  area.  Small  centres  of 
population  should  combine  in  some  convenient  place, 
“ where  all  the  slaughtering  business  of  the  surrounding 
“ districts  can  be  carried  out.  The  few  meat  shops  in  the 
((  district  are  kept  clean,  and  the  meat  is  not  exposed  to 
contamination  by  flies  and  other  injurious  materials. 


“ As  a result  of  the  survey  made  by  an  Inspector  of  the 
‘ Welsh  Board  of  Health  steps  are  being  taken  to  bring 
slaughter  Houses  up  to  standard. 

Bakehouses  : 

“ these  are  very  small  and  are  periodically  inspected, 
lhey  are  kept  clean  and  aro  limewashed  at  intervals. 
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“ In  the  case  of  bread,  like  meat,  the  great  bulk  of  it  is 
“ brought  in  vans  from  the  adjoining  districts. 

“ There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 


EDEIRNION. 

“ Meat  is  inspected  during  slaughtering  as  far  as  is  prac- 
tical in  a Rural  District.  The  butchers  have  been 
“ requested  to  state  the  actual  days  and  time  ol  slaughter- 
“ ing  each  week,  but  most  of  them  find  it  difficult  to 
“ adhere  to  any  specified  days  and  time.  They  slaughter  at 
“ times  most  convenient  to  themselves  as  many  of  them 
“ follow  other  occupations  apart  from  selling  meat.  It 
“ is  therefore  obvious  that  the  only  method  of  overcoming 
“ this  difficulty  is  through  centralisation,  whereby  all  the 
“ meat  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  would  be 
“ carried  out  in  a Central  Abattoir.  No  samples  of 
“ food  were  taken  as  the  County  Council  administer 
“ the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

“ All  the  bakehouses  throughout  the  district  were 
“ inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  all  were  found  to 
“ be  kept  clean  and  the  walls  regularly  whitewashed. 


PENLLYN  RURAL  DISTRICT. 

“ Slaughter-houses,  meat  shops  and  bakehouses  were 
“ periodically  inspected. 

“ No  carcases,  or  parts  thereof  were  condemned  on 
“ account  of  tuberculosis  or  other  pathological  con- 
“ ditions.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 


The  act  is  one  of  the  series  prepared  by  the  Local  Government 
and  Public  Health  Consolidation  Committee,  the  previous  act 
being  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  and  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  some  of  the  consolidating  enact- 
ments with  reference  to  Poods  date  back  to  the  16th  century. 

The  Authorities  for  the  enforcement  of  various  provisions  of  the 
Act  : — 

These  are  found  in  Section  65  and  so  far  as  this  County  is 
concerned — 

“ for  non- county  boroughs  and  urban  districts  with 
“ a population  of  less  than  20,000  according  to  the  last 
“ census  and  for  rural  districts  : the  County  Council. 

but  by  the  subsection 

“ any  county  council  or  local  authority  may  institute 
“ proceeding's  under  any  section  of  or  regulation  made 
“ under  this  Act,  notwithstanding  that  they  are  not 
“ the  authority  charged  with  the  execution  and  enforce- 
“ ment  thereof.” 

The  regulations  made  under  Section  92  (3)  will  themselves 
specify  the  Authorities  by  whom  they  are  to  be  enforced  and 
executed. 

As  there  are  no  non-county  boroughs  or  urban  districts  in  this 
County  with  populations  of  more  than  20,000  no  powers  can  be 
granted  under  Section  64  (h).  It  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary 
for  the  County  Council  to  submit  a scheme  under  Section  64  (a) 
for  delegation  of  their  power  in  as  much  as  the  area  of  the  County 
is  not  too  large  for  effective  administration. 

Other  provisions  for  transfer  of  responsibilitv  will  be  found 
in  Section  274  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  by  which  a 
County  Council  may  agree  that  the  council  of  a county  district 
should  act  as  their  agents  and  Section  320  of  the  Public  Health 
* ct,  1936,  whereby  the  council  of  a county  district  may  relinquish 
functions  to  a county  council. 
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Sampling  : 

Any  “ authorised  officer  ” may  take  samples  and  he  is  now 
authorised  to  take  samples  from  any  premises  entered  by  him 
in  the  execution  of  duties  under  the  Act  (except  the  purchase  of 
drugs  in  contravention  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  1920-32). 

Samples  may  be  taken  of — 

(1)  any  butter,  cheese,  or  substances  resembling  butter  or 
cheese — not  marked  as  margarine,  milkblended  butter  or 
margarine  cheese. 

(2)  any  food  or  substance  capable  of  being  used  in  the  pre- 
paration of  food  found  on  premises  entered  under  this  Act. 

(3)  samples  of  milk  at  any  dairy,  or  at  any  time  while  it 
is  in  transit  or  at  the  place  of  delivery  to  the  purchaser, 
consignee  or  consumer. 

There  are  special  provisions  of  quite  a simple  character  : — - 

“ by  which  an  officer  of  one  authority  may  take  MILK 
“ samples  in  the  area  of  another  authority.  Sect.  68(6)” 

At  present  this  can  only  be  done  with  the  Minister’s  approval 

“ An  “ authorised  officer  ” means,  as  respects  any 
“ council  an  officer  of  the  council  authorised  by  them  in 
“ writing,  either  generally  or  specially,  to  act  in  matters 
“ of  any  specified  kind  or  in  any  specified  matter  and. 
“ for  the  purposes  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  relating 
“ to  the  taking  of  samples,  includes  a police  constable  so 
“ authorised  with  the  approval  of  the  police  authority 
“ concerned.” 

“ Provided  that — 

“ (a)  the  medical  officer  of  health  and  sanitary  inspector 
of  a council  shall  by  virtue  of  their  appointments 
be  deemed  to  be  authorised  officers  for  all  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  ; 

“ (6)  any  member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary 
Surgeons  employed  by  the  council  for  the  purpose  of 
the  inspection  of  food  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an 
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“ authorised  officer  for  the  purpose  of  the  examination 
“ and  seizure  of  meat  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
“ relating  to  unsound  food  ; 

“ (C)  uo  officer  of  a council  other  than  the  medical 
“ officer  of  health,  a sanitary  inspector  or  a member 
“ of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  em- 
“ ployed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  authorised  to  act  in 
“ relation  to  the  examination  and  seizure  of  meat. 

Precautions  against  contamination  of  food  : 

Local  Authorities  have  definite  duties  in  connection  with  the 
sanitary  condition  of  any  room  in  which  food  intended  for  human 
consumption,  and  Section  14  requires  the  registration  of  any 
premises  used  for — 

(a)  the  sale,  or  the  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of  sale  of 
ice  cream,  or  the  storage  of  ice  cream  intended  for  sale  ; 

(b)  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted, 
pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 

Unsound  Food  : 

The  provision  of  Sections  116  and  117  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  are  now  extended  to  all  articles  of  food. 

Live  animals  are  dealt  with  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

Examination  and  seizure  may  be  carried  out  by  any  “ author- 
ised officer  ” but  the  effect  of  the  definition  is  to  limit  these  powers 
in  the  case  of  “ meat  ” to  the  medical  Officer  of  health,  sanitary 
inspector  or  a member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons 
employed  for  food  inspection  purposes. 

Where  the  offence  of  the  sale,  etc.,  of  unsound  food  is  proved 
die  person  who  sold  to  the  offended  may  also  be  prosecuted. 

food  Poisoning  : 

Section  17  provides  for  the  notification  to  a local  authority  of 
Persons  suffering  from  food  poisoning  and  Section  18  jdeals  with  the 
•sampling  of  suspected  food  stuffs. 

::  Hiese  two  sections  should  be  of  material  assistance  in  dealing 

\ '•th  and  preventing  cases  of  food  poisoning. 


Milk  and  Dairies  : 


Section  3 and  4 and  the  First  Schedule  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  have  been  repeated. 

In  this  connection  the  committee  state 

“ Attention  should  also  be  drawn  to  another  group 
“ of  provisions — Sections  3 and  4 of  the  Milk  Act  of 
“ 1915  and  the  First  Schedule  to  that  Act — which  th* 
“ Bill  repeals  without  re-enactment.  Section  3 and  the 
“ Schedule  provide  a code  under  which  the  medical 
“ officer  of  health  may  stop  the  supply  of  milk  in  cases 
“ where  he  is  of  opinion  that  the  consumption  of  the 
“ milk  is  causing  or  is  likely  to  cause  tuberculosis.  We 
“ understand  that  in  these  cases  local  authorities  have. 
“ in  practice,  always  made  use  of  the  corresponding 
“ powers  given  by  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925  (made 
“ under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts),  and  caused  the 
“ infected  cows  to  be  isolated  or  slaughtered  and  that 
“ consequently  the  power  under  the  Milk  Act  of  1915  to 
“ stop  the  supply  of  milk  is  unnecessary  and  is  never 
“ exercised.” 

The  Order  of  1925  has  since  been  replaced  by  the  Order  of 
1938  consequent  on  the  new  veterinary  arrangements  introduced 
by  the  Agriculture  Act,  1937. 

The  new  arrangements  were  set  out  in  paragraph  11  of  the 
Circular  of  March  22,  1938  (No.  1685)  and  are,  briefly,  that  when 
the  medical  officer  of  health  of  a county  receives  notice  under 
Section  4 of  the  Act  of  1915  he  shall  communicate  with  the  Divis- 
ional Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who 
will  then  take  action  as  if  he  had  received  notice  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order,  and  inform  the  medical  officer  of  the  result. 

Although  after  the  1st  October,  1939,  there  will  be  no  statutory 
obligation  on  a county  medical  officer  of  health  to  take  action  oil 
receiving  a notice  from  a district  medical  officer  of  health  in  the 
circumstances  set  out  in  Section  4 of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act, 
1.115,  I am  sure  it  will  be  the  desire  of  this  Authority  to  continue, 
as  an  administrative  arrangement,  the  existing  co-operation 
between  the  medical  officer  of  health  and  the  Divisional  Inspector. 

A district  modical  officer  of  health  who  has  reason  to  suspect 
that  tuberculosis  is  caused  or  is  likely  to  be  caused  by  the  con- 
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sumption  of  milk  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  within  his  area,  should 
communicate  with  the  medical  officer  of  the  county  in  which  the 
coics  are  kept,  and  the  latter  should  then  immediately  take  the 
notion  set  out  in  paragraph  11  of  Circular  1685. 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  enforce  the 
provision  of  the  Act  with  reference  to  the  prohibition  of  sale  of 
tuberculous  milk  or  milk  from  cows  suffering  from  tuberculosis, 
and  any  contravention  of  the  section  authorising  the  use  of  special 
designations  in  connection  with  milk,  with  the  exception  that  in 
the  latter  circumstance  in  the  case  of  non-producers  the  duty  of 
enforcement  rests  with  the  local  authority. 

By  the  definition  (Section  100)  milk  includes  cream,  separated 
and  skimmed  milk,  but  not  dried  or  condensed  milk.

VACCINATION 

The  tables  are  in  the  usual  form  and  are  comparable  with 
those  published  in  earlier  years. 

The  number  of  children  efficiently  protected  by  vaccination 
is  regrettably  low  especially  in  some  districts. 


CANCER 

There  are  no  remarks  in  any  of  the  district  reports  for  1938 
beyond  the  death  rate. 

The  County  Council  has  made  provision  for  cases  unable  to 
obtain  treatment  either  through  their  own  doctors  or  any  associa- 
tion of  which  they  are  membors  to  obtain  this  treatment  on 
application  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  Dolgelley. 
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Though  not  strictly  within  the  purview  of  a report  for  1938 
it  may  not  be  inopportune  to  refer  to  the  Cancer  Act,  1939,  which 
came  into  operation  March  29,  1939. 


The  main  object  of  the  Act  is  to  establish  a new  service  under 
which  facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer  will 
be  available  to  all  who  are,  or  are  suspected  to  be,  suffering  from 
the  disease.  The  definition  of  “ cancer  ” is  very  wide. 

Under  this  act  it  is  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  make 
such  arrangements  as  to  secure  that  the  facilities  for  diagnosis 
and  treatment  are  adequate,  and  these  arrangements  are  subject 
to  the  Minister’s  approval,  and  must  be  completed  within  one  year 
from  the  commencement  of  the  act. 

A Conference  of  North  Wales  County  Councils  was  convened 
by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  a subsequent  meeting  has  been 
held,  and  the  authorities  are  now  engaged  upon  the  preparation 
of  a scheme. 

“ Adequate  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  cancer  must  be 
“ provided,  both  by  surgery  and  by  radio-therapy, 
“ including  treatment  by  radium  and  by  deep  X'rays.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Tables  of  the  same  format  as  issued  in  previous  years  will  be 
found  in  this  Report. 

A full  report  was  made  last  year  on  this  question  together  with 
special  tables  (to  be  found  on  Pages  140  to  150  of  last  year’s 
Report). 

With  regard  to  the  Statistics  presented  last  year  the  following 
conclusions  were  drawn  : — 


1.  That  the  death  rate  for  both  sexes  for  the  last  quarter 
of  a century  is  high  compared  with  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

2.  That  the  death  rate  stated  in  terms  of  the  1911-1915 
deaths  show  a decrease  both  in  males  and  females  for  the 
County  as  a whole  and  for  the  two  areas  in  the  table. 

3.  That  the  male  death  rate  in  Festiniog  Urban  and  in 
Deudraeth  and  Dolgelley  Rural  areas  are  consistently  high. 

4.  That  the  female  death  rates  in  the  Urban  districts  of 
Bala  Dolgelley  and  Festiniog,  and  in  the  Rural  districts  of 
Deudraeth,  Dolgelley  and  Penllyn  are  higher  than  the  mean 
ot  the  rate  for  the  County. 

5.  That  the  death  rates  of  males  employed  in  the  occupa- 
tion classified  “ workers  in  and  around  quarries  and  mines  ” 
are  definitely  higher  than  the  male  death  rates  in  “ all  other 
occupations.”

The  obligation  of  the  County  Council  under  the 
Acts  of  1920  to  1938  that  make  arrangements  for  the  VVeltaij- 
Blind  Persons,  has  been  delegated  to  the  Education  Com nn 
and  they  have  appointed  a Sub- Committee  to  deal  v 1 i 
matter. 

The  training  of  Blind  Children  and  Persons  is  the  responsible > 
of  the  Education  Committee. 


Regulations  for  the  provision  of  Domiciliary  Assistance  to 
['tiemployable  and  other  Necessitous  Blind  Persons  have  been 
.jrawn  out  b}r  the  Committee  and  as  would  be  expected,  Un- 
‘inployable  Blind  Persons  naturally  form  the  largest  group  on  the 
bounty  Register. 

As  is  known,  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1938,  reduces  the  age  at 
vhich  a Blind  Person  can  receive  a pension  to  40  years. 

In  the  administration  of  the  Regulations,  the  following  con- 
iitions  will  be  found  in  the  Scheme  : — -
